JUGGLING SUBSIDY BILL 


Little of Its Original Form Now Rp- 


mainB. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—One of 


the significant things about the prog- 
ress of.'the ship subsidy bill is the fact 
that it has been .patched and amended 
so that the measure of to-day would 
be scarcely recognizable by its • au- 
thors if they were not the same per- 
sons also who did the amending. The 
bill was first drafted by a committee 
of interested shipbuilders in 1897, three 
years 'ago. and since that time it has 
been amended so often that all the 
earlier reports upon it are practically 
useless. 
Whenever a criticism has 


been offered an amendment has been 
made promptly, and the sponsors of 
the subsidy scheme have pointed to 
these repeated changes as an evidence 
of their fairness and willingness to 
meet all proper criticism. Inasmuch 
as the bill has been so often changed, 
it is manifestly Impossible for its op- 
ponents to meet it, for amendments 
are made readily, 'but are not always 
calculated to cure the ovils complained 
of. The bill, it should be remembered, 
was drafted by a shipbuilders' commit- 
tee, the president of which was C. A. 
Griscom of Philadelphia, president of 
the 
International Navigation com- 


pany, commonly known as the Ameri- 
can line. Yet now, three years later, 
the subsidy bill has been amended 
deftly in such a remarkable manner as 
to change its provisions seriously, and 
this change was made for the express 
benefit ot the mail steamships on the 
Atlantic, and -particularly for the per- 
sonal benefit oi the American line.

THE POSTAL LAWS 


ABUSE OF SECOND CLASS U. S. 


MAIL PRIVILEGES. 


Annual Report of the Postmaster-Gen- 


eral—Revenues Pa»s the One Hun. 
dred Million Dollar Mark, end Are 
Still Growing—To Extend Rural 
Free Delivery System. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—Post- 


master General Charles Emory Smith, 
in his annual report made public last 
night, besides discussing 
domestic 


an insular operations in the last fiscal 
year, devotes particular attention to 
the abuses of the second-class mail 
matter privileges and the extension of 
free rural delivery. 
He makes the 


following recommendations for legis- 
lation: 


Compulsory separation by publishers 


of second-class mail matter. 


Amendment of the interstate com- 


merce law .to prohibit telegraph and 
express companies or their employes 
from aiding or abetting In the green 
goods or lottery swindles or any other 
wrongful scheme caried on jointly by 
mail and common carriers. 
. Punishment of persons who forci- 
bly attempt to enter mail cars or who 
assault a railway mail clerk while on 
duty. 


Authority for postofflce inspectors 


to take out search warrants whenever 
necessary. 


Payment of incidental expenses in- 


curred by local officers or others in the 
arrest, detention, and keeping of pris- 
oners charged with violation of postal 
laws until the United States takes the 
custody of the prisoners. 


Growth of the Revenues, 


During the last fiscal year the total 


receipts from all sources aggregated 
1102,354,579; total expenditures, $107,- 
740,268. 
The excess of the expend! 


tures over the receipts was $5,385,689. 
The revenues have now pased the hun- 
dred milion mark. 
The deficits 'have 


shrunk from $9,020,055 for the fiscal 
year i897-'9S to $5,385,688 for the last 
fiscal year, a decrease of $3,635.217 in 
three years, notwithstanding the large 
expenditures "now made, for several 
new feature's. 


Rural Free Delivery. 


The i extraordinary extension of the 


rural free delivery is characterized as 
the most far reaching feature of pos- 
tal developement in recent times. It 
is a factor, says the post master gen- 
eral in the social and economic life 
and makes communities feel a new pul- 
sation. 


"We arer'confronted," he says, "with 


the problem of gradualy extending the 
delivery service over the whole area 
of the country where it is physically 
feasible, or where the population is 
not so scarce as to make it unreason 
able. 


"The gross annual cost of maintain 


ing rural free delivery through such 
territory is -approximately estimated 
at $20,555,600. 
It'can be extended 


over practically the whole country at 
an annual cost of less than $14,000,000. 
allowing for savings for 
discontin- 


uance of offices and routes and increas- 
ed receipts."

San Francisco, Dec. lo'.—Three ea; 


loads of herded human beings, whose 
every movement is watched by keen- 
eye.d keepers ready to prevent any 
effect to escape, are now on the way to 
thib citv en 1-oute to Hawaii, where 
they ar« destined to elave on the sugar 
plantations. These people are kidnap- 
ed Porto Ricans, and number in all 
115. They are young men,' boys, wo- 
men and children. The Southern Pa- 
cific railroad people are said to be in 
collusion with the men who have en- 
gineered the kidnaping, and have ar- 
ranged to get the Porto Ricans to this 
city just in time to catch the Pacific 
Mail steamer Rio Janeiro, on Dec. 14. 
The islanders are to be taken off the 
cars at the Oakland mole and put on a 
tugboat with all their baggage. 
The 


tug will go immediately alongside the 
steamer and unload the captives. In 
this way it is hoped that none of the 
Porto Ricans will escape thoir enforc- 
ed slavery.

THOSE DESIRING 
A 
CHANGE 


HAVE SCORED A TRIUMPH. 


Majoritj of the Preibjteri.n Committee 


Are in Favor oi the Dropping of 
the Damnation Part of the Creed 
and Aoding Three New Article* 
Thereto. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10. The 


committee of sixteen appointed at the 
last general assembly to revise the 
creed of the Presbyterian church has 
completed.its session of ten days, and, 
although no definite conclusion 
has 


been reached, it has made substantial 
progress. 


Exactly one-half of the committee 


is in favor of a general revision of the 
creed and the confession of 
faith. 


Four gentlemen-^Dr. Kibben of Cin- 
cinnati, Judge Humphrey of Louisville, 
and two others—are determined lo. 
their opposition to any change what- 
ever. 


Drop Out Damnation Part. 


The remaining four which include 


Dr. Dickey, the moderator of the as- 
sembly, ex-President Harrison 
and 


Justice Harlan of the supreme court, 
are termed "moderate revolutionists," 
and favor what one of them called 
"the damnation part" of the creed and 
adding three new articles on the re- 
deeming love of Christ, the influence, 
of the Holy Spirit and the advance- 
ment of the church by the means of 
missions. 


They aiso advocate-the preparation 


of a historical and explanatory note, 
a sort of diagram, denning the" mean- 
ing of those parts of the, creed and 
the confession over which there Is a. 
controversy. 


The committee adjourned to meet 


again on February 12 in this city, and 
in the meantime, the different mem- 
bers expect to consult with the.wise 
men of the church and ascertain, so 
far as they can the sentiment of It* 
members upon.the points mentioned. 


Triumph for the Liberal*. 


This indicates a decided triumph for

WORK ON THE FARM 


SHORT AGRICULTURAL COURSE 


OPENS AT MADISON. 


The State Pays $75.000 Per Year to 


Maintsin the Agricultural College— 
An Institution That Has Been of 
Great Benefit to the Farmers of 
the Badger State. 


Madison, Dec. 10—The short course 


of Agriculture at the University opens 
today, and the number of students 
entering is -not far short of 300. The 
course increases each year in pop- 
ularity, and the day is not far dis- 
tant when agriculture will be, as it 
should be, one of the most important 
branches taught in the public schools. 


This course has been a potent fac- 


tor an developing the agricultural-in- 
terests of Wisconsin, and its history 
is a story of steady, uniform progress. 
The College of Agriculture receives 
$75,000 per year for its maintenance, 
of -which sxim $45,000 comes Irom the 
state legislature and $30,000 through 
acts of congress. 


The short course was established 


In 1SS6 as a three months' course of 
practical 
instruction, 
in 
farming. 


Pour years ago it "was increased to 
a two winters' course of three and 
a 'half monfchs each, and remains so 
at the present. 


Here the young man has admirable 


opportunities to become efficient in 
his -chosen calling, the most ancient 
of all vocations. So complete are the 
advantages 
offered at the state in- 


stitution that applications for admis- 
sion come from several different states 
in the Union and even from foreign 
countries. Here the student may pur- 
sue his agricultural studies and re- 
turn to his rural' home in time to 
begin the spring work and put into 
practice what he 'has learned in lab- 
oratory, dairy and stock buildings. 


In the 'full courae the following 


work is included: Feeds and feeding, 
•breeds and breeding, veterinary, sci- 
ence, plant life and horticulture, stock 
judging, farm dairying, bacteriology, 
agricultural chemistry, farm econom- 
ics, agricultural physics, farm-book- 
keeping, parliamentary practice and 
farm blacksmithing and 
carpentery. 


Like the instruction given in the dairy 
school, it is theory followed by prac- 
tical 
work 
in the 
demonstration 


rooms. The students become expert 
judges of stock. This is verified by 
the demands which come nearly every 
week for the services of young men 
who have completed the course. Only 
last season forty-seven of the 
fifty- 


four district and county fairs held in 
the state secured-the services of for- 
mer short course students to place the 
awards upon the live stock. 


In the feeding of farm animals the 


students learn the use of the various 
feeds grown in Wisconsin and neigh- 
boring states and their rations thatcan 
be made from them for feeding stock 
of all kinds. 


In veterinary science the students 


are given lectures on the physiology, 
anatomy, and hygiene of the animal 
body with discussions on tne diseases 
of farm animals and their prevention 
and cure. This work in .veterinary 
science is only intended to give in- 
structon that is of high value to the 
stockman. 


In breeds and breeding the stud- 


ent is drilled on'the various breeds of 
live stock and live stock judging. 


Along this line of work svudents 


are given as much practical instruc- 
tion as possible in the stables in the 
care and management of tho differ- 
ent classes of stock. 


During the course work IB siven on 


principles affecting the draft of wag- 
ons, the properly making of and car- 
ing for country roads, and th'j build- 
ing and ventilation of barns. 
Sub- 


jects concerning the use and con- 
struction of silos, tile drainage and 
running steam engines are studied. 


Horticulture and plant life are dis- 


cussed in lectures followed by prac- 
tical work given in sotting out or- 
chards, the seed and its germination, 
how plants are effected 1>y hoat, cold, 
moisture, dryness; the propagation 
and pruning of fruit trees, and the care 
end growing of small fruitB and veg- 
etables. 


•Farm dairying la one of tho princi- 


pal studies of the fihort course. It IH 
for the young man who wishes to 
carry on farm dairying. Some of our 
greatest farmers devote their entire 
work along this line of biiBlncBH.

raid. 
It is reported that a man nam- 


•efl Lentz, who Lives in Clinton is one 
of the largest owners of the machines 


. in this city and is the largest looser. 


JanesV'ille is following in the foot- 


steps of Chicago, an order having been 
recently. issued in tlxa-t city to take 
all of the machines in operation and 
they were brought in by the dozens 
by the police. 


Chief Hogan is ihandicappe>l In a 


raid of this kind for the reason that 
as soon as' one machine is taken, word 
is passed by telephone to all the sa- 
loons operating machines and it is 
only the work of a few minutes to get 
them out of sight. 
When the chief 


arrives at a place where one has been 


' ^openly operated in the past there is 


nothing in sight, for him to take. 


Periodical raids do no good, the ma- 


chines disappear from 
sight for a 


short time and then are put into opera- 
tion again. 
; The only way that any- 


thing can be'accomplished in this/line 
is to destroy the machines :as soon as 
tbey are taken. , The council will be 
caled to act -upon this, question.'this 
evening and to frame some measure 
etrict enough to prevent the operation 
of these machines ,in the future.

England to Be Asked to l-.de 
Cuim-.ia 


In the Barcaiii—If Slie Refuses, 
the 


United States Is to Take tbe Terri- 
tory. 


Chicago, Dec. 10.—iA movement has 


had its birth in the city during the last 
few weeks which, if carried into effect, 
aa the originators hope, will changa 
the political aspect of the globs. It in- 
volves possible war with Great Britain 
and alliances with powers both great 
and small. 
The movement is an ex- 


pansion movement of such ambitious 
character as has never been publicly 
advocated by any organization pre- 
viously. The movement has bsen work- 
ing quietly, so one of the persons in- 
terested said last evening, for some 
time. No public intimation of the ex- 
tensiveness of its aiins was given out 
until yesterday. In resolutions which 
are preliminary to the work of the 
newly established organization, the an- 
nexation to the United States "of both 
Canada and Ireland is advocated. If 
England refuses to peacefully cede 
these possessions to the United States, 
-the resolutions state that this govern- 
ment should cons.ider it an unfriendly 
act, in the words of the Monroe doc- 
trine, towards the United States and 
enter into an alliance both offensive 
and defensive with France. Russia and 
other European nations. The meetings 
of the organization have been held in 
the Sherman house, and, according to 
information sent out yesterday, Attor- 
ney E. P.-Ryan is chairman, W. J. 
Hamilton secretary, the Rev. P. J. 
Kennedy chairman of the committee 
on resolutions and Colonel George P. 
Bunker chairman of the committee on 
organization. The preliminary infor- 
mation sent out is as follows: 
This 


movement is to be strictly non-politi- 
cal and to embrace all elements of 
American citizenship. Chairman Ryan 
•was instructed to request Congressr 
man William Lorimer to present these 
resolutions to congress immediately. 


The resolutions adopted read as fol- 


lows: 


"Whereas, All true Americans, irre- 


epective of political affiliations, creed, 
or nationality, are in favor of normal 
expansion, based on justice and equity, 
especially on the maxim of the im- 
mortal declaration 
of independence 


that all government shall be by and 
•with the consent of the governed; and, 


"Whereas, The Filipinos 
are un- 


willing to he annexed, having nothing 
in common with the American people; 
and, 


"Whereas, The people of Ireland are 


of the same race, nationality, and creed 
as the flower of American manhood 
and citizenship, and would consider it 
a privilege to have the bonds of friend- 
ship cemented by a close political af- 
filiation; and, 


"Whereas, The same conditions ob- 


tain in Canada as- in Ireland, and the 
eentimenls here expressed are those of 
Gladstone, the great and 
sagacious 


premier laurier, and of that 
great 


scientist and mental philosopher, Pro- 
fessor Goodwin Smith; therefore, be 
It 


Demand Ces»lrm of Ireland. 


"Resolved, That the United States of 


'America, through the state department 
thereof, be requested to immediately 
strive to negotiate a treaty with Great 
Britain for the peaceful cp°sion of both 
Ireland and Canada, and that the said 
proposed treaty be in lieu of the Hay- 
Pauncefote now pending, and "that the 
refusal of Great Britain to respond to 
these just demands be considered aa 
an unfriendly act on the part of Great 
Britain toward the United States, jus- 
tifying the immediate recall 
of the 


American ambassador 
from 
London 


and the direct formation of a treaty, 
offensive and defensive, with France, 
Russia, Holland, Switzerland, Orange 
Free State, and the people of Ireland 
and Canada. 


Want Krnger Invited. 


"Resolved, That our 
sympathy

cases of diphtheria, one of which was 
fatal; two cases of scarlet fever with 
no 'fatalities, and four of typhoid fever 
with one death. 


The report also, gives eighty cases 


of small pox in this state, but 
no 


deaths. Diphtheria and membraneous 
croup ran at the head of the list of 
contagious1 diseases, there being of 
s'xicto cases 201. 
Next comes scarlet 


fever, 128; and typhoid fever, 157. The 
total number of cases of contagious 
diseases is 567 with sixty-nine deaths.
